The strength of vester- 
day’s market manifested im the Ger- 
man cable reports, were Missing 
day and Berlin wheat reacted 1-2d| 
and this affected the local market 
Prices in general, however, held well! 
considering the amount of wheat that| 
was sold for profits. Only about 1-2 
ot yesterday’s advance was lost at 
any time, and the market was well 
Supported on every reaction. Encour- 
aging news for the bulls was received 
from the Canadian northwest, where 
damage by frost was reported, and 
the official prediction called for eon- 
tinued cold weather to-night. Prices 
at Winnipeg were strong during the 
last few minutes of trading; a large 
commission house sold. grain freely in 
all of the pits. Many weak holders 
trailed on, and the result was that 
all prices were sharply depressed. 
The close was easy. September wheat 
opened 3-4c lower at 91 3-8c, sold be- 
tween 90 5-8 and 92 3-8c, and closed 
at 90 3-4c, Clearances of wheat and 
flour were about 32,800 bushels, Pri- 
mary receipts were 750,000 bushels 
against 428,000 bushels on the same 
day last year. Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago, reported receipts of 480 
cars, against 612 cars last week, and 
214 cars a year ago. 

The corn market opened easy be- 
cause of favorable weather for the 
crop and selling by shorts and com- 
mission houses.

LEARN T0 COOK 


School of Military Cooking 
Proposed For Halifax 
Garrison. 


Halifax, Ang. 97.—There is being 
projected here a militar™ cooking 
echool, which will have for pupils the 
enlisted men of the garrison. The sap- 
ply department has to provide sume 
1,300 men with three square meals 
daily, so that the problem of cooking 
is important, and a school of military 
cooking would be a good thing. 

The policy of the service now is to 
have as much as possible of the prep- 
aration of food done by the men them- 
selves, the theory being that a train- 
ing of this kind the better qualifies for 
operations in the field should this be 
necessary, It is not easy to carry with 
an army a bread contractor, For 
this reason the bread is made by the 
garrison in Halifax instead of being 
bought from a contractor, and because 
of this also it is oll hand made, no 
mixing machinery being used. 

A bakery can be started wherever 
there are men who know how to make 
the staff of life independent of ma- 
chinery, Th aitary bakery at Hali- 
fax is in the Brick building on the 
Cogswell street glaces, erected previ- 
ously as a school house. Major G. A, 
Dodge, officer in charge of transport 
supply, says the building could not 
have been better if erected specially 
as a bakery. 

The work being done in the bakery 
is quite satisfactory.
